16 71 there was ano ther ru n o n the 
Lo ndo n banks, when Charles II. shu t 
u p the ex cheq u er and refu sed to pay 
the bankers either principal o r inter­ 
est o f the mo ney which they had ad­ 
v anced.

Their views on surp lus wealth, 
ita duties and burdens, and on the sci­ 
ence or art of “dy ing p oor” when y ou 
have fabulous means and a fabulous in­ 
come cannot fail to be suggestive and 
stimulating. 
Mr. Cnrnegie’s gosp el of 
wealth as a mere trust is familiar to 
the world. Ills advocacy of p rogressive 
income and inheritance taxation and of 
the abrogation of laws that -interfere 
with the natural distribution of wealth 
has also long been familiar. But there 
arc novel admissions an d fresh observa­ 
tions iu the quoted essay s, and their 
discussion of idealistic versus imme­ 
diately feasible remedies will p rovoke 
considerable comment. 
Hike Mr. Car­ 
negie, the oil king has little faith in 
ordinary p hilanthrop y . 
lie would have 
the rich cultivate a taste for giving 
where help leads to self-help and to 
p ermanent benefit, but the indiscrim­ 
inate forms of giving he regards as de­ 
moralizing In every way . 
And It is 
certainly true, as he say s, that to build 
up great industrial sy stems, to multip ly 
op p ortunities, to Insure good working 
conditions, to p romote the welfare of 
laborers and consumers, to introduce 
equity into business, may be regarded 
as the most beneficent kind of “giving.” 
Mr. Rockefeller believes that, on the 
whole, great fortunes nre the rewards 
of great p ublic services, while Mr. Car­ 
negie is convinced that the contrasts In 
wealth are far greater than those in 
human ability and merit. 
He accep ts 
the doctrine of "unearned increment” 
and agrees that in many Instances a 
millionaire’s wealth is the p roduct of 
the community , of the labor and im­ 
p rovements of his neighbors and fellow 
men. 
Both insist on Individual owner­ 
ship of wealth, though Mr. Rockefeller 
gi>es so far as to say that if a body of 
men arose and p roved cap acity to ad­ 
minister wealth for the general good 
more efficiently and 
more fruitfully 
than individual owners the latter might 
be exp ected to turn over their titles to 
the abler cap tains or trustees. 
Mean­ 
time it is reassuring to contemp late the 
p rogress of the movement for equal op - 
p ortunity and Justice as well a9 the 
p rogress made in the art of giving. Em­ 
p loy ers can establish p ension sy stems, 
insurance funds, co-op erative manage­ 
ment and p rofit sharing. 
Retired mil­ 
lionaires can endow research, fight dis­ 
ease, foster the fine arts and p rovide 
congested districts with p arks and p lay ­ 
grounds. 
The rich can work for hu­ 
manity and hap p ier future conditions 
while greatly ameliorating the lot of 
the victims of existing maladjustments.

But Maxmilian was 
p ut to death in 1867, on the failure of 
the attemp t to establish an emp ire in 
Mexico, of which lie was p roclaimed 
emp eror; the Crown Prince Rudolf met 
a tragic death In isSP; and thereup on 
the Archduke f’arl Ludwig, father of 
Franz Ferdinand, who became the heir 
p resump tive, renounced his right to the 
throne iu favor of his son.

One sometimes hears the 
assertion 
that a hard water, although not esp e­ 
cially p leasant for washing p urp oses, 
is flne for drinking, ami p ossessed of 
health-giving p rop erties of the highest 
order. 
If one keep s his ears op en he 
can hear almost any thing in the course 
of time. 
This is one of the things he 
can hear. 
As a matter of fact, the 
softer tho water, that Is, the 
more 
nearly p ure it is, the better it is for 
all p urp oses. 
H ard waters nre those that contain 
a considerable amount of lime or mag­ 
nesium salts, or sometimes iron, in so­ 
lution. 
The p ermanently hard waters 
are those that cannot be softened by 
boiling; they usually contain sulp hate 
of lime. The temp orarily hard waters, 
on tho other hand, are those that con­ 
tain bicarbonate of lime. 
When such 
water is boiled, some of the carbonic 
acid is thrown off, and the Insoluble 
carbonate of lime or chalk is formed ; 
this falls to the bottom of the vessel, 
leaving the water soft. 
Hard water, when It is not p raised 
as healthful, is sometimes accused of 
being the cause of kidney colic, or of 
stone in the bladder, and it has also 
been asserted that Its use results in a 
p remature hardening of the arteries. 
It p robably does not do this, but it may 
cause dy sp ep tic troubles. 
A p ermanently hard water Is bad for 
cooking, as p eas and other vegetables 
will not soft<> in it p rop erly , and more 
tea or coffee Is required to make an 
infusion of p alatable strength when the 
water Is hard. 
A hard water is also 
wasteful of son p . 
Every degree 
of 
hardness, which means the equivalent 
of one grain of bicarbonate of lime to 
the gallon, requires from eight to ten 
grains of soap to mnitralize it before a 
lather can be made. 
A limestone water can be softened 
for washing and cooking p urp ases by 
the addition of a little carbonate—not 
bicarlionnte—of soda, but for drinking 
it is better to boil the water, and then, 
after giving it time to settle, decant it. 
The boiled water can be aerated and 
so made p alatable, by 
half-filling 
a 
clean bottle with the water and then 
shaking It vigorously .

Other sy mp toms of the p res­ 
ence of tills trouble nre a high fever 
and an aching of the limbs and back, 
the severity of such disturbances being 
in p rop ortion to the severity of the 
disease. 
It is often mistaken for dip h­ 
theria. 
In dip htheria the sp ots are 
gray ish In color, fewer in number, but 
much larger and are not confined to the 
tonsils, hut may sp read to the p alate 
or the back p art of the throat, and if 
the membrane is removed it bleeds con­ 
siderably . whereas the sp ots In follicu­ 
lar tonsilitis may be wip ed off with a 
swab 
without 
causing 
bleeding. 
In 
dip htheria, the breath has an offensive 
odor p eculiar to the disease.

A substitute for marble which an ­ 
swers many of its p urp oses satisfactor­ 
ily is made of a mixture of waste slag 
from blast furnaces and lime, p ulver­ 
ized, comp ressed and then treated with 
carbonic acid. 
Two English inventors claim to save 
from 50 to 75 p er cent on gas hills by 
the use of their machine, which carlmr- 
etts the air with a small p rep ortion of 
p etrol vap or, p roducing a highly illu­ 
minating non-exp losive gas. 
That the electric waves in wireless 
telegrap hy readily p ass over mountains 
has been demonstrated by the army 
wireless stations in Alaska, which road- 
ly transmit messages 1,200 miles ’over 
two ranges of snow-cap p ed mountains. 
The cost of a high-grade Panama hat 
is due to the fact that the straw never 
is wet and, as it must be handled while 
damp , a hatmaker can onlv work on it 
in the early morning or late evening, 
with the air is sufficiently moist. 
An ap p aratus is being built in Phila­ 
delp hia for a coal mining and naviga­ 
tion comp any that will p ick up canal 
boats, lift them 60 feet into the air. 
and dump their contents into a storage 
p ile, a wharf, or into the hold of an ­ 
other vessel. 
Switzerland p rotects one of its great­ 
est natural resources by a law forbid­ 
ding the transmission into foreign coun­ 
tries of electricity generated by water 
p ower up on a iK>rmit granted by the 
federal council, revocable if necessary 
for the p ublic good.

The most recent contribution 
comes from Mr. A. F. Lucas, who say s 
that the American sp ecies known as the 
imp erial mammoth reached a height of 
13 to 13Vj feet, being, as far as he 
knows, the tallest sp ecies of elep hant on 
record. The inastadon rarely reached a 
height of {)% feet, but it was a much 
more heavily built animal than eith» *r 
the mammoth or the Indian elep hant. 
Before the Faraday Society recently . 
Mons. Ad. Jouve described the remark­ 
able resistive p rop erty of ferro-silieon. 
and other alloy s of silicon. Nitric acid, 
even as a vap or, does not affect these 
alloy s at nil. 
Sulp huric and hy p dro- 
chloric acid also have no affect 
The 
same is true of acetic acid. 
The high 
p rice of p latinum gives imp ortance to 
ferro-silicon as a substitute to be used 
in the manufactures of acid-resisting 
vessels, hut the alloy p ossesses a disad­ 
vantage in its brittleness, and the thick­ 
ness and weight of the vessels made 
of it. 
The work of reconstructing the 
cele­ 
brated Camp anile of Venice, which fell 
in 1002, is nearing comp letion. As n ear­ 
ly as p ossible the form and ap p earance 
ance of the old work are rep roduced. 
But modern engineering science has ad­ 
ded something of value in the shap e of 
steel and armed cement, used within 
the walls to give them greater strength. 
The exterior is of brick, trimmed with 
Istrian stone. 
The reconstruction ot 
Sansovino’s loggetta, at the base of 
the Camp anile, has been facilitated by 
the recovery of the fragments of the 
ancient construction.

Two interesting facts with regard to 
rubber have been brought out by the 
International rubber exp osition in p ro­ 
gress at London-, say s the Columbus 
Disp atch. 
One is the great variety of 
imp ortant uses to which the substance 
has been p ut, and the other is the p ro­ 
gress that is being made In increasing 
its p roduction. 
Thirty countries have 
sent exhibits to tlie exp osition in ques­ 
tion, and It Is estimated that there is 
disp lay ed in the building where the ex­ 
p osition is held $5,000,000 worth of 
rubber in its natural and manufactured 
forms. 
In his sp eech op ening the exp osition, 
Sir Henry Blake declared-tliat “during 
the last half-century rubber has p lay ed 
a greater p art than any other substance 
In exp editing human p rogress.” With­ 
out rubber, no ocean cables, with all 
that they mean of friendship and com­ 
merce among nations, would have been 
laid. 
The working of every factory is 
In some way dep endent up on rubber; it 
Is used for valves, washers, etc. 
It en­ 
ters into the p rep aration of a multitude 
of things, such as telep hone 
mouth­ 
p ieces, musical instrument mouthp ieces, 
p ump s, vessels for holding acids, elec­ 
trical batteries, and all kinds of levers 
and switches for electrical work, while, 
made Into belting, it is said to be su­ 
p erior to leather. 
It has been used for street p aving, 
and It is only its cost that p revents its 
general use for this p ur|>ose, since it* 
advantages are manifest. 
Rubber-p av­ 
ed streets would be cleanly and noise­ 
less and are said to withstand the wea r 
of heavy traffic t>otler than brick or 
etone. 


MONEY FACTS.

While the 
first actual 
coining o f 
money Is attributed to Pheidon, King 
o f Argos, in 805 B. C., it must no t be 
sup p osed that there had not existed 
a keen ap p reciation of the value a nd 
uses of money for centuries prev io us 
to the introduction of coinage. 
The 
ancient Egy p tians had a gold and sil­ 
ver standard of currency , and their 
money was in the form of gold 
a nd 
silver ornaments, 
rings and nuggets, 
the p urchasing p ower of which dep end­ 
ed on the weight. 
The Greeks Imp roved somewhat 
o n 
this sy stem by first marking the weight 
on gold and silver nuggets so that it 
would no longer bo necessary to re- 
welgh them every time they were to be 
used for p urp oses of exchange or trade. 
Then came the introduction of gold, sil­ 
ver and cop p er nuggets of graded uni­ 
form sizes and value. 
The next step 
was the moulding and stamp ing of discs 
made from the p recious metals. 
Some of these first coins were enor­ 
mous, the idea ap p arently being to dis­ 
courage the greedy from attemp ting to 
accumulate and carry around too many 
of them. 
There were cop p er coins as 
large as dinner p lates. 
While the idea 
was based on excellent motives, it had 
to give way before 
the demand for 
smaller and more convenient forms 
o f 
currency and the giant p ennies soon 
dwindled in size to meet the p op ular 
demand. 
The earliest trace of the use of gold 
ns money Is to be found in the p ictures 
of the ancient Egy p tians weighing la 
scales heap s of rings of gold and sil­ 
ver. 
There is no actual record, how­ 
ever, that these rings were what may 
he termed coins with a fixed value. 
Iron, judging from the statement of 
Aristotle, was 
once 
p loy ed as currency , 
served as money . 
In 
so in Burmali. 
Cop p er has been more widely em­ 
p loy ed as money than either of the two 
last mentioned metals. 
The early He­ 
brew coins were chiefly comp osed of 
it, while down to 268 B. C. the sole Ro­ 
man coinage was an alloy of cop p er. 
Tin money was once used in England, 
p robably on account of the rich tin 
mines of Cornwall. Early English coin­ 
ages contained much of this tin money , 
p rincip ally in tlie form of farthings 
and halfp ence. 
Silver formed the basis for the early 
Greek coins and was introduced 
in 
Rome in 260 B. C. Mediaeval money 
was p rincip ally comp osed of silver. 
The only other metals for money are 
p latinum and nickel. 
The former was 
coined for a short time by the Russian 
government, and then given up as un­ 
suitable. 
The latter is used as an al­ 
loy and in this country for the 5-cent 
p iece familiarly referred to as a nick­ 
el. 
Coined money was first used on the 
continent of Europ e 25 y ears before 
the Christian era. 
It was in cop p er 
and silver. 
Gold was not coined there 
till the eleventh century , and money 
did not receive the round 
form 
to 
which we are accustomed until the 
lap se of another hundred y ears or so.

PRINCE COMES IN STEERAGE. 


Typical Street in a W onderfully Thriving City of Brazil, Our 


Few persons of the North fully real­ 
ize the vast forward strides that are 
being made by some of the South Amer­ 
ican republics. 
Usually we think of 
these remote countries as being rather 
untamed, both as to climate and peo­ 
ple, but that is a mistake. The sooner 
Americans become awake to the fact 
that our South American republics of­ 
fer great commercial possibilities the 
better It will be for us. 
Brazil, with 
its vast territory and bountiful nat­ 
ural resources. Is beginning to come 
rapidly to the front as a nation of 
much more than minor importance in 
the world. One of tlie principal States 
in the Brazilian Federation of twenty 
is that of Sao Paulo, the capital and 
chief city of which Is also called Sao 
Paulo. 
The picture shown above gives 
a go« *! idea of conditions there. 
The 
streets are mostly narrow, yet electric 
street cars and lights, coupled with oth­ 
er modern conveniences, give to the 
city quite a twentieth century look. 
The history of Sao Paulo goes back 
many years. 
The city takes its name 
from the fact that the first mass was 
celebrated there Jan. 25, 1554, the feast 
of St. Paul’s conversion. Not until 1711 
did 
the village, which had steadily 
though slowly increased, become a city. 
In 1815, when Brazil was raised to 


the rank of a kingdom and united to 
that of Portugal, the city of Sao Paulo 
was elected as capital of tlie province 
bearing that name. 
It kept this title 
after the proclamation of independence 
in 1822, and from (he foundation of 
the republic of Brazil the city has been 
the capital of the State of Sao Paulo. 
Following the trend of modern de­ 
v e lo p m e n t, the State of Sao Paulo, orig­ 
inally merely agricultural, has 
been 
transformed into an important indus­ 
trial 
country, becoming more active 
and prosperous every day. 
During the 
last thirty-five years, as a consequence 
of the immigration of European work­ 
men, numbers of Industries have been 
founded and developed. 
Conspicuous 
among these are the weaving of fab­ 
rics. tin* making of hats, shoes, beer, 
and alimentary pastes. 
There are also 
numerous iron foundries. 
The 
cotton 
plantations have been 
largely ex tended during the last few 
years. 
In the old colonial times the 
cotton fiber was woven in small es­ 
tablishments. but the first large spin­ 
ning mill was not founded before 1869 , 
in the city of Itu. There are now thir­ 
ty-one cotton mills in various parts of 
the State 
The most inqiortnnt branch of tex tile 
industry after the spinning of cotton 
is the spinning of jute. This vegetable 
Is used for the manufacture of sacks

in which the coffee berry is ex ported, 
which ex plains the development of this 
Industry. 
All Jute fibers are imported 
from 
abroad. 
With regard to com­ 
merce and industry it is easy to get 
an idea of their importance from the 
fact that in the city of Sao Paulo there 
are 5,004 commercial firms and S25 In­ 
dustrial establishments. The population 
of the State had increased from 100,- 
537 in 1772 to 837,354 iu 1872. 
The 
census of 19 00 shows 2,279 ,008, and it 
is safe to say that the total to-day 
would he very nearly three millions—a 
very striking gain. 
The climate of the city of Sao Paulo 
is ex tremely pleasant, especially dur­ 
ing the summer ( December, January 
and February), In spite of 
sudden 
changes of temperature. 
Mild temper 
ature, a very pure water supply, sewers 
well distributed, a health office estab­ 
lished along modern lines, and the oth­ 
er physical conditions of the country 
all tend to make the capital of the 
Slate and 
its surroundings a most 
healthy spot. Besides its , 'lubrity, Sao 
Paulo can boast of a handstjne appear­ 
ance, growing commerce, and all the 
conveniences of a modern city. 
It is 
every day ex tending Its borders, and 
may, after Bio de Janeiro, the Brazil­ 
ian capital, and Buenos Ayres, in the 
Argentine Republic, he considered the 
most important town in South America.
